Oxford, Bng., Aug. 17.—"There will 
be no more cheap prices; after 
this 
war the world IB in for a -period of ris- 
ing prices," declared Dr. Slater, prin- 
cipal of Ruskin College, Oxford, In 
the first of a series of lectures on 
Economic Phases of the World War. 
"I do not believe." lie said, "that 


there will be a period of poverty af- 
ter the war. 
There will be no neces- 
sity for poverty, and such poverty as 
there is will be due to misapplication 
of the productive powers which will 
be available. It will be the poverty 
w.hich comes from wasted resources 
and not from inadequate resources. 
"There will be no return to pre-war 
prices. 
That means that there will 
be a permanent readjustment of our 
'methods; There will have :to 
be- a 
permanent rise of waiog and other 
-permanent readjustments to meet the 
higher .prices. The proper policy for 
the trade unions is to accept the war 
bonuses, not for the duration of the 
•war/'but-for the duration of the high- 
.ej. prices."

New State 
Tuberculosis 
Institution

Madison, Wis., Aug. 17.—The tuber- 
culosis camp- at Tomahawk Lake is 
opened jfor patients this -week. 
The 
applications for eight patients have 
already been, passed upon by the state 
board of control. There ts 
immedi- 
ate room for about thirty patients. 
Unlike, the 
sanatorium at Wales, 
only "arrested" or incipient patients 
will toe accepted 
at the 
Tomahawk 
lake camp. The applications of per- 
sons who desire to be admitted to the 
institution must be approved by one 
of the physicians of the state board 
of control, who have been appointed 
to pass upon applications of tubercu- 
lar patients. 
There are about 150 of 
these physicians in the state,, at least 
one Jri each county. 
Except for the state of New. York, 
which has an Institution of this char- 
acter in the Adirondack mountains, 
no other state has established a camp 
of this character. During the 1913 
session of the legislature the bill for 
the establishment 
of this new Insti- 
tution was sponsored by Assembly- 
man Holmes of Dane county. It car- 
ried an appropriation 
of $20,000 for 
buildings and this legislature has ap- 
propriated '$8,000 annually for 
main- 
tenance. 
Under the terms of the bill as it 
passed the legislature two years ago, 
patients who have not sufficient funds 
to pay their way will be furnished 
with light employment and will-prob- 
ably be able to earn sufficient money 
to pay all expenses. The camp is lo- 
cated on Tomahawk lake. The grounds 
have all been improved, many acres 
.of ,'ground cleared and what Is claim- 
ed to ba one ol the largest gardens in 
northern - Wisconsin 
was 
grown. 
Practically all of this work has been 
done by convicts from the 
prison at 
Waupun. 
* 
F. A. Reich, who at one time was a 
patier.t at Wales, has been placed in 
charge of the new institution. All of 
the furnishings were shipping to the 
institution last week and the board of 
control made the 
announcement to- 
day that applications from 
patients 
wo'uld be received. 
As the 
institu- 
tion Is small only male patients will 
be admitted.

MILITARY STRENGTH 


OF DUTCH GROWING 


Landstrum Bill Which Was Adopted 


Last of July Adda Over Two Hun- 


dred Thousand to Holland'e 


Army. 


[liV ASSOCIATED 1'ltKSS.] 


The Hague, Netherlands, Ausust J7. 
—By the adoption of the Landstrum 
bill on July 30, the total number of 
trained soldiers in Holland will be in- 
creased eventually to approximately 
oSO.OOIl instead of 330,000 
who 
are 
now under arms. 


The bill provide? for the calling 
up of men who hitherto have been 
released from service. These include 
certain categories of students; thors 
who 
are 
supporting 
families 
and 
those -who have been relieved from 
military 
duty 
because 
they 
have 
brothers already, serving. • 


The yeurly class, of military age 
averages about 58,000, of which only 
23,000 are incorporated in the army. 
Of the 35,000 who 
escape 
service, 


17,000 are regarded as physically un- 
fit and 18,000 are relieved for causes 
abfive mentioned. 
The new law calls systematically 
'..; the colors those men who wero 
formerly relieved. The youngest class 
which is due !o present Itself in 1915 
will be incorporated immediately for 
four months' training. At the 
same 
time an equal number of the oldest 
men who have been serving since 
mobilization will- be 
sent 
to 
their 
homes. Thus the army actually with 
the colors will remain at the 
same 
strength as now. 
Men liable, who 
were not called up in 1914, will 
be 
called up for a similar period after 
the 1915 class 
has 
completed 
its 
course and the next oldest class of 
men will be automatically relieved. 
Then will follow the class 
of 1913 
and other classes in order until all 
fit men up, to thirty years of age have 
received military training. The whole 
550,000 will tie available for immedi- 
ate mobilization in the event of the 
country being endangered. 
Formerly the number of men 
re- 
lieved 
from 
military service 
was 
greater than now, averaging for the 
last ten years 22.000 yearly, so the 
total increase in the number of train- 
ed men is expected to reach about 
220,000. 


Ft was originally intended that the 
measure should include all men up to 
forty, but strong 
opposition caused 
the government to change its plan 
in this respect.

Norwegian coast have made a busi- 
ness of gathering seaweeds, burning 
them and exporting the ashes to Eng- 
land, where 1he iodine was extracted. 
The English firms had such complete 
control of the production that it was 
impossible for Norwegians to com- 
pete successfully, hut the war in- 
creased price's to such an extent -hat 
some Norwegian 
promoters 
started 
two idoine factories, with the 
sea- 
weed producers as stockholders. 
In 
less than a year's time one of these 
companies has earned a surplus of 20 
per cent, of the capital. 
The gatherers of the seaweed have 
pledged themselves 
against further 
export£tions to England, and they are 
sending the raw material to the Nor- 
wegian factories.

I had asked for mark-down, 
goods. I was plainly in her eyes a person not worthy of courtesy or at-

But it is not unusual. On the contrary, it IB characteristic. 
Much this sort 


of thing has happened to me again and again when I have shown my interest 
in mark-downs advertised in eilher Ihe newspapers or the printed folder 
How Can The Employers Afford It? 
what puzzles me is how the employers can afford to let their employees 
act that way. 


The advertising folder, which I had received was a ten-page affair 
It 
had several cuts and must have cost hundreds of dollars to set up print and 
send out. And yet here was Ihe invilalion nullified by the reception the 
customers were in danger of receiving if they accepted it. 
The employer was beckoning customers with his right hand and push- 
ing them away with his left—surely a costly proceeding. 


I Am A Great Admirer Of The Saleswoman. 
Mind you, I am not criticising saleswomen as a class; on the contrary I 
have the greatest, admiration for their patience, their courtesy and their 
marvelous taste and ability in contriving to gown themselves so well 
Moreover, I know that they are often exasperated by customers who are 
out to shop rather than to buy. Nevertheless, as I have said before in this 
column, I think that there are a great many of them who lack the sympathy 
they ought to have with the woman who has to consider the pennies. 


And if I were an employer I should-explain very clearly to my em- 
ployees that 1 did not want the drawing power of the money that.

i-NO COMPLETE SOLUTION 
CAN ENGLAND DEVISE 
FOR COTTON-PROBLEM

v London, Aug. 17—"There Is no such 
thing as a complete solution of the 
cotton problem," declares the Times 
in a. long article discussing the pur- 
chase of the American crop by Great 
Britain, and then the "rationing" of 
necessary supplies to neutrals under 
strict government, supervision.

bors," explains the Times, "the five 
neutral states of Holland, Denmark, 


, Norway, 
Sweden, and 
Switzerland.

Texas beeves, were killed, quartered 
and dressed today for the big barbe- 
cue tomorrow, when Houston becomes 
the newest of the world's seaports. 
The first steamship to carry a cargo 
from New York to Houston will ar- 
rive in Houston harbor at noon. She 
is the Satillo of the Atlantic, Gulf and 
West Indies Steamship Co. 
The people of Houston are 
ready 
to make her arrival the occasion for 
the biggest 'celebration the city 
has 
ever held. The entire populace will 
gather along the banks of

new 
ship channel to welcome the freight- 
er. Every person will be invited to 
eat his fill. Several United States and 
State officials will be present. 
The new waterway reaches 
from 
Galveston bay 
50 miles inland

Houston, bringing tide water

much nearer the heart of

The channel is from 25 
to 28 feet in depth arid wide enough 
at its narrowest point for two ocean- 
going vessels to puss.

Wtrt, Attorney General, as I recall 
the names now. 
The book itself, I made in the Suth- 
erland bindery, on second floor over 
the book store. I worked' in 
the 
bindery a good part of the time In the 
first year. Then in wall paper room 
back of the bindery, and in the store 
below. 
About half of "this time in' 
store and half at Milton Academy. 
Before employment by Mr. Sutherland 
was about a year in the old Free Press 
office, close by the rjver, on the west 
side.

Fight for Existence. 
The colonists arrived too late to put 
nny crops in the ground and but for 
the opportune arrival of $1,000 from 
their native canton there would have 
been great suffering the first winter 
at least. The fight for existence was 
a hard one. 
For clothes the people 
were dependent, upon what they could , 
earn or find at other places.

women went to Monroe, sixteen miles ! 
distant, and carried her wages back ' 
in the shape of old clothes for her : 
family, while the men sought work in 
the lead mines during the winter. In 
the spring additional 
cabins were 
erected.

A convention was called 
which appropriated ,1,500 florins to 
send two agents to America to seek 
and purchase a tract of 1,200 acres, 
Including an area of Umber land. The 
two agents traveled through several 
states before they came to Wisconsin. 
They passed through five or six coun- 
ties "in Wisconsin before they 
were 
able to find 1,200 acres of unoccupied 
land in a single tract. At last on the 
banks of little Sugar river they 'found 
what they were.after, and purchased 
the 1.200 acres there and 80 acres of 
timber land two miles to the south. It 
was considered an excellent location. 
Springs abounded and the soil appear- 
ed good. A fresh supply of money was 
raised in Glarus to send the emigrants 
out. A premium on emigration was es- 
tablished by the paying of each de- 


poor. 
The money which had been 
appropriated for the settlers was all 
repaid with interest in 1S»5, and in 
1861, the city of. Glarus having burned, 
the residents of-the-colony sent $1,250 
for distribution among the suffering 
poor, while another notable donation 
was made in 1SSO when the 
Swiss 
town of Elm was overwhelmed by the 
falling of a mountain. 'Nor were the 
people of New Glarus lacking in loyal- 
ty to their adopted-country, for nine- 
ty-eight of them, almost a fourth of 
the total population,-wore the blue in 
the civil war, a most remarkable aver- 
age and one which few communities 
equaled. 
The people of. New Glarus are noted 
for their industry, frugality and econ- 
omy—qualities -which they inherited— 
their ancestors- having -from necessitiy 
been obliged to practice them for many 
centuries owing to the
